And Is there not also a benevolent 
Ideology behind the Atlantic charter which 
does not Jibe with the tone of the prime mln- 
Ister'a speech? 

Now seems a Eood time for tho United 
States to Initiate a sound program of In- 
tegrity, Ideology (In the best sense of the 
word's current use), and realistic, Yankee 
cynicism.
